. COCAINE. 

Tha reeently recorded instances of tho 
frightful uffocts of cocuino on tho human 
system make an article which lately ap- 
peared in the Pall Mall Gazette of more 
than passing interest. As an ariiouhetic 
this drug ia tho moat dangerous and moat 
useful evor discovered. It is tho alkaloid 
of the plant Erytiiroxylon coca, and haB 
lioon known for more than twonty years. 
It was tho subject of many experiments 
by Professor Sehrott', who minutely de- 
scribed itB peculiar properties in a lecture 
delivered in I8G2 in Vienna; but, strange 
as it may soetn, for many years tho 
Kinesthetic action of tho drug wa3 hold to 
be of small practical valuo, and cocaine 
passed out of consideration. In 1880, 
however, thoro was another nibble, so to 
apoak, at cocaine. Von Aurep became 
convinced of its usefulness, after elaborate 
research into its action. But it was not 
till four years afterwards that its virtues 
again attracted attention. Dr. Freud in 
August, 1884, published some interesting 
details concerning its action; as a result 
of which Dr. Roller commenced experi- 
menting with the object of ascertaining 
its local etl'octs upon the sensibility of 
mucous membranes. He first experi- 
mented upon guinea-pigs; and found that, 
by tho use of a few drops of a five-per 
cent, solution, in tho course of twenty 
seconds the front part of the eye — the 
cornea — could bo touched with the head 
of u pin without the least show of dis- 
tress on tho part of the animal, provided 
the eyelashes were not irritated. Hero 
was conclusive proof of tho total absence 
of sensibility. ^Jlut tho question of the 
extent of the anesthesia remained. Did 
it involve the deeper parts of the eye, or 
wus it confined to tho surface I To deter- 
mine that point, certain experiments were 
made with complete success; the whole 
corneal substance could bemade insensible. 
To an outside observer cocoaine is calcu- 
lated to produce impressions somewhat 
akin to the marvelous. Here ia a descrip- 
tion: A camel-hair brush iB dipped into 
a small bottle containing a lluid as trans- 
parent as water. With the brush so 
charged tho part— let us say a portion of 
the tongue — is painted several times. 
After the interval of a minute, or a little 
longer, another brush istakon; but in thiB 
instance a glass one, and clipped in a bot- 
tle the fumes and color and label of which 
establish its contents as fuming nitric 
acid. The tongue is anointed with tho 
acid, groat care being observed in doing 
so, and submits to the procedure without 
the slightest coil indicative of pain. Such 
is cocoaine, and such is its effect upon 
ovory mucous membrane. Almost every 
operation in the surgery of the oye has at 
one time or another been undertaken un- 
der the influence of the drug. Cataracts 
have boon operated on, squinting eyes put 
straight, foreign bodies upon tho cornea 
removed painlessly and with ease. But 
its utility is by no means confined to 
ophthalmic surgery. It can be employed 
whenever an operation upon any mucous 
membrane has to bo performed. The 
tongue, \o which reference has buen made 
above, is an instance in point. Tho drug 
has evenjboen used in this oxtraction and 
stopping of tooth. More important are its 
benefits in the relief of sufferers from .the 
agony of cancerous growths. So treated, 
cancerous wounds have boconio less irri- 
table; and, unfortunately, false hopes of 
improvement have thus been excited. 
Another of its advantages is that it enables 
patients to whom a general aniosthetic 
would be unsafe or impossible to submit 
to surgical operations. For with a solu- 
tion of cocoaino at hand chloroform and 
other may be dispensed with; and of 
course there is no troublesome nausea and 
vomiting, as there often is after tho ad- 
ministration of those anieithetics. 



THE DOMINION LIQUOR ACT. 



The report to Her Majesty by the j udicial 
committee of the privy council on the 
Dominion government's appeal from tho 
supreme court of Canada as to the consti- 
tutionality of the Dominion license act iB 
more sweeping in ita character than was 
first supposed. Tho report confirms the 
judgment of tho supreme court that power 
to issue taverns and shops licenses rests 
exclusively with the provinces, and it goes 
further : It reverses tho decision of the 
supreme court as to tho power to issue 
wholesale and vessel licunses. The su- 
preme court had decided that tho power 
over wholesale and vessel licenses resided 
with the Dominion. The privy council 
decides that this power ia vested in tho 
provinces. The counsel engaged were Sir 
Fairer Herschell, Mr. <i. W. Burbidgo, 
(J. C, and Mr. Jeuno, for the Dominion; 
Mr. Horace Davey, Q. C. , Hon. C. V. 
Fraser, (J. C. , and Mr. Ilaldane, for On- 
tario; the Hon. Mr. Church for Quebec, 
and Mr. M. VV. Tyrwhitt Drake, Q. C, 
for British Columbia. The British North 
American act is so explicit with regard to 
the powers of tho provincial and Domin- 
ion governments that l ho wonder is that 
doubts were ever entertained by any one 
on the subject. Tho result has boon just 
what we believed it would bo from the first. 



CHINESE DESTITUTION. 

There is much destitution among the 
Chinese population. Many of the dis- 
charged railway hands are plunged in 
poverty and aa they can neither work nor 
borrow must either beg, steal or Btarve. 
Most of them, it is a regrettable fact, pre- 
fer to pilfer, and as a coniiequenco daring 
robberies are of daily occurrence. Tho 
Chinese merchants are oithor indifferent 
to the Bufferings of their fellow- 
countrymen or are unable to help 
the largo number who have been 
thrown into this city without the where- 
withal to earn a livelihood. Tho police 
are doing all in their power to prevent 
deprecations End to arrest the wrong- 
dourS) but tho rogues are very sly, and 
have so many out-of-the-way corners in 
which to hide the stolen property, and so 
many avenues through which to run it out 
of town that it is difficult to trace. Store- 
keepers arid householders should there- 
fore do their share towards preventing 
incursions by looking well to thoir fasten- 
ings, by employing watch-dogs and by al- 
ways keeping within ruach a revolver. 

Til E M UNx CI PAL ELECTIONS . 

The date on which tho mayor and coun- 
cillors are annually olocted is drawing 
near and there is likely to be a warm but 
good-natured contest for the several 
positions. Three candidates for mayor 
will go to t lie poll; and should there be as 
lively an interest manifested in all tho 
Wards as there is in Johnson street, above 



twenty-four candidates will offer them- 
selves for councillors. It is pleasant to 
observe the growing interest in municipal 
affairs. With increased revenue the 
power of tho civic government for good 
'will be greatly onhanced, and if only the 
right men are returned tho prosperity of 
the town will be assured and its perma- 
nence secured. Tho utmost discrimina- 
tion should bo observed in selecting 
proper men for mayor and councillors. A 
mistako now would be almost irretrievable. 



A KOBBEIt'S EXTRAORDI- 
NARY CAltEEK. 

Haw Single-IIanded, He Tied 
\\\> Seventeen Men to Trees. 

(Pall Mall Gazette) 

The other day, in one of the jails of 
New Zealand, there died a man who 
for many years had been an object, 
first of terror, then of interest, to the 
colonies. 

The earlier years of Henry Garrett 
aro shrouded in a veil of mystery, but 
in 1842 he received a sentence in Eng- 
land of ten years' penal servitude. As 
at that time penal servitude also meant 
transportation, Henry was removed to 
the colony of Noi folk Island. In that 
pacific region he disported himself for 
bis full term, for it is not until 1855 
that he again appears. In that year 
Garrett, having reached Australia, 
boldly conceived ami us boldly carried 
out a most daring bank robbery. Gar- 
rett determined to carry out his scheme 
single-handed, and proceed with the ut- 
most coolness to do his little job in 
broad daylight. Posting a notice on the 
outside of the bank at Ballarat lie had 
selected for his operations that the es- 
tablishment would be closed for an 
hour, he went in, shut the front door 
after him, and presenting a loaded re- 
volver at the heads of the surprised and 
fcomewhat disconcerted officials, he de- 
manHed the contents of the safe. Re- 
ceiving this, he quietly locked the 
clerks in the building, and departed 
smiling, by tho back door, with a profit 
of .£0,000 as the reward of his commer- 
cial enterprise. 

With this sum Henry escaped to Eng- 
land, but being followed by a detective 
he was caught in the streets of Lon- 
don. Tho trick by which he was cap- 
tured was rather a mean one. The de- 
tective thought lie recognized his man, 
but not being quite sure that he was the 
right one ho gave a loud "coo ee" from 
tho sidewalk, and the unsuspecting 
Australian, doubtless thinking to help 
a fellow-colonist in bis distress, turned 
sharply round, and was as sharply nab- 
bed. Sent back to Australia, be was 
tried, and received a sentence of ten 
years' penal servitude. Upon tlie ex- 
piration of his term Garrett shook olT 
the dust from his prison shoes and 
crossed over to the neighboring colony 
o£ New Zealand. 

Among the well-planned robberies 
with the skillful execution of which he 
distinguished himself, chiefly conspicu- 
ous was the feat be accomplished of 
"sticking up" seventeen men, not far 
from Dunedin, and relieving tliemj of 
their valuahlca. The process of "stick- 
ing up" is charmingly simple. The op- 
erator pounces out from his ambush 
upon an unsuspecting party of travel- 
lers, and, with a loaded revolver raised, 
he cries out "Bail up!" whereupon— 
everybody knowing what is meant — all 
the men instantly throw their hands in 
the air. Any one making and effort to 
get at his side arms is shot. It requires 
a certain amount of courage to do this 
simple trick well. Mr. Garrett, as 
usual single-handed, managed biB sev- 
enteen men himself. In a short time 
he had them all tied to trees, and then, 
at his own convenience, he emptied 
their pockets. With the kindness of 
heart woich was so pleasing a charac- 
teristic t)f our amiable bushranger, he 
made a good fire, boiled a billy of water 
and gave them all tea. Moreover, know- 
ing the solace of tobacco, he filled — 
from their own pouches — the pipes of 
•such of the party who smoked and lit 
them. Then wishing them a kindly 
"Good night, gcod night!" Mr. Garrett 
vamoosed. 

\ PREHISTORIC HOME. 

Discovery ot What is Supposed 
to he (lie Oldest Human Habi- 
tation. 

Maj. Powell, chief of the geological 
survey, Jias discovered in New Mexico, 
near California mountain, what ho pro- 
nounces to* be the oldest human habi- 
tation upon the American continent. 
The mountains in this vicinity are cov- 
ered with huge beds of lava, in which 
the prehistoric man his comrades have 
excavated square rooms, which were 
lined with a species of plaster made 
from the lava, and in these rooms were 
found various evidences of quite an ad 
vanced civilization, among them a 
■jecies of c • h made of woven hair and 
a large number of piecos of pottery. Jn 
the sides of the rooms, cupboards and 
shelves were excavated. In one room, 
sticking out of the bare face of the 
wall, was a small branch of a tree. 
When this was pulled out it was found, 
that there was a hollow space behind 
the wall. Ool. J. H. Stephenson, Maj. 
Powell's assistant, broke this with & 
pick and found a little concealed niche, 
in which was a small curved ligure re- 
sembling a man, done up in a closely- 
woven fabric, which, with the touch of 
the hand, turned to dust. It was black 
and crisp, like the mummy-cloths of 
Egypt. In all, some sixty groups of 
these lava villages were found, there 
being about twenty houses in each 
group. The evidences of civilization 
were similar to, but removed by their 
crudity and evident want, of bkill, a 
good deal from the articles found in 
the cliff houses, which have been so 
fully written up in the reports of the 
geological survey. Scientists await with 
a great deal of interest Maj. Powell's 
report of these recent very important 
discoveries. — Santa Fe New Mexican.

CALIFORNIA. 

New York, Deo. 2(1. — Nearly 100 cigar 
makers and packers started for San Fran- 
cisco on the o'clock New York Central 
express. They ro to work in tho factory 
whore Chinese labor has been employed 
at So per thousand at against §7 and §8 to 
bo paid to tho men who start to-night. 
The Now Yorkers ara in charge of Presi- 
dent Wolf of tho San Francisco Union, 
and thoir oxponsoa are paid by tho Inter- 
national Cigar Makers' Union. About 
400 others will join the party e.n route. 
Many of the Now Yorkers are taking their 
wives and families. 

Wilkksbarrk, Deo. 26— Work at No. 1 
slope where accident occurred at Nanti- 
coko, will bo abandoned, it being found 
that aa fast as the debris is removed it 
flows in again from the great broak in tho 
batik above. Tho company will recom- 
pense relatives. All the victims aro un- 
doubtedly buried doop beneath sand, culm 
and rocu and can never be found. 

Sacramento, Dec. 20 — Governor Stone- 
man to day received a dispatch from 
Secretary Bayard, from Washington, in 
which the writer states that his attention 
has been called by tho Chinese Minister 
to the movement in different cities in this 
state for tho expulsion of Chinese. Tho 
Chinese Minister suggests that it is 
proferablo to prevent violence than to ro- 
press it after it niny have arisen. In 
reply to Socretary Bayard, Governor 
Stonoman telegraphed: "There has not 
been a single act of violence toward the 
Chinese in this atato, nor do I anticipate 
any trouble which cannot be controlled 
by the local authorities. There is- a 
deep seated and unanimous feeling 
on this coast against any further 
immigration of the|Chineao. Thousands of 
good citizens are unable to obtain a live- 
lihood owing to their presence." In con- 
clusion ho says : "Referring to the sug- 
gestions of the Chinose minister to your- 
Belf as tho proper method of preserving 
good order in tl ia state I may say, wo 
aro capable ot performing that duty with- 
out gratuitous suggestions from that quar- 
ter." 

San Francisco, Doc. 20. —Judge Saw- 
yer's decision in tho Sharon caao, nftor 
stating that the evidence in the case 
covers 1731 pages legalcap, written with 
a typewriter, refers to tho refusal of de- 
fendant to produce tho alloged marriage 
contract beforo tho examiner, and her 
committal for comtempt for the offence, 
and adds: "This singular conduct can on- 
ly be interpreted as an admission that 
such inspection would tend to prove its 
(the marriage contraot) falsity. In de- 
termining tho plaintiff's standing in tho 
circuit court as a citizen of Nevada, it is 
held that notwithstanding plaiutilTs two 
years' residence in California ho never ex- 
ercised any political right in this state 
that voided his status as a citizen of Ne- 
vada, hence ho was slil! a citizen of the 
latter state. On tho question aa to the 
effect of the adjudication of tho superior 
court in tho divorce case of Sharon vs. 
Sharon, in which an Appeal is now pend- 
ing, the decision says: "The supreme 
court of the state has uniformly held that 
an appeal from a judgment suspends its 
oporation for all purposea, and that set- 
tles the question for this court." It fol- 
lows that plaintiff is not estopped by tho 
judgment of the superior court in Sharon 
vs. Sharon to prove in this case that the 
declaration of the marriage is falso and 
forged. The decision then states that tho 
principal question is whether the alleged 
declaration of tho marriage is genuine or 
forged. Much up.ice is devoted to an 
analysis of the testimony of the chiro- 
graphic exports, from which tho court du- 
cides that tho testimony is largely in favor 
of the plaintiff, and proves that as far as 
such ovidence can, that the signature tu 
the document is fotged. It also holds 
from the same testimony that the word 
"wife" in "my de.ir wife" letters are 
tracings substituted for other words. Tho 
opinion concludes by stating that tho al- 
leged marriage contract is a forgery, and 
decroes it null and void. The main opin- 
ion is by Judge Doady of tho U. S. dis- 
trict court of Oregon, and contains twen- 
ty-four thousand words. Judge' Sawyer 
filed a concurring opinion. 

EASTERN STATES. 
DKTU0IT, Dec. 20. — When driven from 
ono street tho mob invariably congregated 
upon another, leaving tho police to do 
thoir work over again. This continued 
throughout thu afternoon and it was noar- 
ly dark beforo tho people finally dispersed. 
All the saloons on the east side have been 
ordered closed until the dilliculties aro 
settled. It is tho intention of the police 
to use every effort to quell the distur- 
bance. Tho situation has become pre- 
carious and trouble ia expoctod at any 
moment. It is stated that Bishop Borgesa 
ia convinced that tho deposed priest, 
Father Kolasinski, is inciting the distur- 
bances, and under no circumstances will 
ho allow tho priost to be reinstated. Tho 
bishop's secretary says that all the trou- 
ble has been traced directly to Father 
Kolasinski whom ho considers the origi- 
nator of all the different moves of tho 
rioters. 

Cleveland, Doc. 20. — List week the 
Casino roller rink, one of tho fanciest in- 
stitutions of the kind in the city, went 
into bankruptcy, and to-day the Lagrande 
rink, on Euclid avonue, a §17,000 struc- 
ture, followed suit. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 20— Tho National 
Assembly of American Red Cross is in 
receipt of two circulars from the inter- 
national committee of Geneva, the first of 
which solicits the aid of other national 
sociotios in favor of the Bulgarian Society 
of Red Croas, which has been compelled 
to care for the wounded of its army before 
it has time to Buffjciently prepare itself. 
Circular also solicits aid for the Serviau 
Society of Red Cross. 

Chicago, Dec. 20. — Selueforand Slosaon 
played the final game in the Balko line 
billiard tournament to night in the pres- 
ence of about three hundred spectators. 
In the pool Scluufer was favorite 10 to 7. 
With the help of generally good play and 
two or three magnificent runs, Scli.'i'For 
won tho game and earned the title of cham- 
pion of the world. 

TEXAS. 

Austin, Tex., Dec. 26. — No clue yet 
haB been unearthed to the mysterious 
tragedieBof Christmas eve. Mre. Phillips, 
e::a of the victims, was bm'Mrt; to-day. 



Mrs. Hancock ia unconscious and is slow- 
ly dying. James Phillips is also dying. 
The community was horrified again to-day 
by tho discovery of a series of crimes 
even more inhuman than the others. Tha 
remains of Claud Eave» ; n little 8-y*ar- 
old whitochild were found in the back yard 
of his mother's premises in in* village of 
Clarkesville, about two miles west of Aus- 
tin. Swine were devouring the body 
when it waB discovered, and had eaten all 
tho flesh from the bones, but the features 
were recognisiblo. L*Bt August, Hugh 
Eaves, the father, mysteriously died. A 
coroner's jury declared that he had been 
poiBonod by some porson or persons un- 
known to them. About the time of 
Eaves' death Charles Courtney became 
a boarder in the family which 
comprised Mrs. Eaves and two children, 
Dollio and Claude. The unnatural mother 
triod to givo the children away, pleading 
poverty. A couple of weeks' ago she had 
given Doilie to a school teacher down tho 
river. On Monday night last Mrs. Eaves 
visited a neighboring family and asked 
tho privilege of spending tho night there] 
Sho said she had also given Claude away 
to a family in Lampasas, and that 
Courtnoy being absent. she was 
afraid to sleep in tho houBe alone. Next 
morning the woman daparted for Austin, 
saying that she had received a telegram 
from Illinois asking her to a funeral of a 
relative who had just dieu there, leaving 
a legacy. Courtney returned to-day and 
found the house deserted, and diaoovared 
tho body of Claude which had been 
buried a foot deep and uprootod by swine. 
Intense excitouient prevailed when the 
news of tho murder reached AuBtin, and 
Courtney waa arrusted on suspicion. 
Search ia being made for Dolly, who, it is 
certain, has also been murdered. No ono 
saw her leave tho village. Her husband's 
death is also attributed to tho fiendish 
wife. The police to-night traced the wo- 
man to San Antonio, and are looking for 
her.

GERMANY. 
Bkuli.V, Dec. 20.— Tho papors to-day

Sofia, Dec. 20 — I'rince Alexander on- 
tored Sofia to-day at tho head of six regi- 
ments of infantry, one regiment of cavalry 
and three batteries of artillery. lie was 
received with great enthusiasm by tho in- 
habitants. Tho city waa gaily decked 
with digs and to-night ia brilliant- 
ly illuminated. Many banners bearing 
patriotic inscription* wore displayed at 
various points along the line of march. 
One of these read, "Honor and glory to 
the visitora of Slivnitza, Dragoman Pass, 
Tsaribrod and Pirot." 

FRANCE. ' 

Pauls, Dec. 20. — A cabinet meeting 
was held to day, at which President Grovy 
preaidod. Prime Minister Briston was ill 
and did not attend. The rumor that the 
P.risson ministry will resign after the 
presidential election on Monday next ia 
confirmed. It is stated that Brissoa is 
not inclined to resume office. 

In tho senate to-day the Tonquin and 
Madagascar credits wero adopted by 225 
to 01.' 



CANADIAN NEWS.

Det koit, Dec. 20. — A serious outbreak 
among Polish parishioners occurred in 
front of St. Alburiua Catholic church yes- 
terday morning, which was finally quelled 
by the police, one of the rioters .txjiiig 
shot dead.

A S&iUng Vessel and a Tug 
Ayrouml on Trial Island. 

About five o'clock on Christmas morn- 
ing as the British bark Arabella, dipt. 
Williams, lumber laden from Hastings 
for Montevideo, was boinj; tewed towards 
Royal Roads by tho provincial tug Pilot, 
Capt. Douglas, a dense fog suddenly set 
tied down on the water and shut out the 
landmarks. Pilot Ettershank, having 
•lghted Diacoveiy Island a few minutes 
before, felt well assured as to his course 
and continued to run until the tug struck 
on tho southerly shoto of Trial Island, 
about seven miles from Victoria. Im- 
mediately afterwards the bark, which hud 
continued to forge ahead, also went on 
the rocki, narrowly escaping running the 
tug down. The mate of the Pilot and 
Mr. Booth, steward, were sent ashore mid 
roached town as quickly as possible. The 
services of the tug Alexander wore pro- 
cured and she at once proceeded to the 
■ cene of the disaster. Making fast to the 
Pilot that vessel was successfully hauled 
off, when it was found that she had 
lost a portion of 'her falao keel, but 
was not making a drop of water. An 
nttempt to tow the Arabella oil' 
proved fruitless. She was hard and 
fast on the rocks. A big hole had been 
made in her bottom, through which the 
water entered freely. The captain and 
craw slept on the island Friday night, 
having conveyed ca portion of tho sails, 
cabin furniture and some stores there 
during the day, and made themselves as 
oomfortttble as possible. Yesterday Capt. 
Olarke (Port Warden), On.pt. Urquhart, 
of this city, and Capt. Davis nf tho Brit- 
ish ship Kirkdale, proceeded to the scene 
of disaster, and a survey of the Arabella 
waa made. They ordered tho vessel to be 
■tripped of everything movable, and re- 
commended the captain to use every en- 
deavor to get her off. Tho schooner Grace 
wa» chartered to proceed to the spot and 
assist in relieving tho vessel. Mr. Brod- 
riok went out on the Grace and will 
place chains around the wreck, after which 
the camels will bo taken out to 'assist in 
raising her. The situation is ono of ex- 
treme peril, she being exposed to the full 
•weep of evory southerly gale that may 
blow. 



LAND FOltFUlTVKE. 

The Northern Pacific Railway 
Meets with a Severe 
/ ltevcrse. 

(exclusive to The Colonist.) 
New York, Doc. 20.— The World's 
Washington corieapondent telegraphs that 
the land oflioo has prepared a decision in 
the case of the land claimed by tho North- 
ern Pacific railway in Washington terri- 
tory. This decision, which is to be issued 
in u few days, declares that tho company's 
claim to the laud in the territory extend- 
ing along one hundred miles of the line is 
not good and that tho land shall bo re- 
leased for public settlement. This throws 
opon to tho public two and a half million 
acres of land, and will be a great blow to 
the Northern Pueific railway company. 
This land has boen confidently reckoned 
as an asset of tho road.
